Pedaling  Police 

Mattapoisett  Officers  Mount  Bike  Patrol 


It's  like  a  scene  from  a  movie:  two  youths  are 
creeping  behind  the  back  of  a  building  when  they  quickly 
crouch  down  and  extract  cans  of  spray  paint  from  a 
backpack.  As  they  are  about  to  swirl  graffiti  on  the  wall,  an 
unnoticed  police  officer  calls  out:  "Stop!  Police!" 

The  officer  is  mounted  on  a  bicycle,  wearing  a 
helmet.  He  was  able  to  approach  the  two  kids  from 
behind,  virtually  unnoticed.  Had  he  been  driving  in  a 
police  cruiser,  the  kids  would  have  dispersed  at  the  first 
sight  of  a  headlight,  or  the  tell-tale  sound  of  the  engine. 

"It's  really  helped  a  lot  to  deter  vandalism,"  said 
Mattapoisett  Police  Officer  Paul  Magee  of  his  department's 
new  bike  patrol.  "We've  been  able  to  sneak  up  on  kids  and 
they  don't  even  know  we're  there." 

"It  was  an  idea  based  on  the  current  trend  in  law 
enforcement  to  facilitate  police  patrols  on  bikes,"  agreed 
Officer  Mary  Lyons.  "Mattapoisett  is  the  first  small  town 
to  start  a  bike  patrol  in  this  area ...  a  lot  of  bigger  areas  like 
New  Bedford  and  Brockton  have  had  them  for  some  time." 

Indeed,  there  are  many  advantages  associated 
with  the  bike  patrol  which  the  Mattapoisett  Police 
Department  began  implementing  on  Memorial  Day 
weekend.  Thus  far,  seven  of  the  department's  officers  have 
been  trained  and  have  participated  in  the  new  program 
which  was  first  suggested  by  Safety  Officer  Magee. 

"I  got  together  with  (Officer)  Robert  Boivin  and 
(Officer)  Mary  Lyons  and  we  proposed  the  idea  to  (Chief 
James  Moran),"  Officer  Magee  said.  "Chief  Moran  helped 
us  put  the  proposal  together  and  approved  the  program. 
Our  committee  then  worked  out  all  the  logistics  and  put 
together  the  specs  to  purchase  the  bikes." 

Oncefunds  were  secured,  the  department  went  to 
The  Village  Peddler  in  Fairhaven  (formerly  of 
Mattapoisett)  and  purchased  two  new,  specially  marked 
GT  Karakaram  21-speed  mountain  bikes,  fully  equipped 
with  lights  and  carry  bags  to  tote  flashlights,  ticket  books, 
and  other  police  paraphernalia. 

"I  thought  we'd  give  it  a  shot,"  said  Police  Chief 
James  F.  Moran.  "We've  been  using  it  only  as  a  third  party 
detail  service  because  it's  perfect  for  going  in  and  out  of 
small  areas ...  and  it's  beneficial  for  anything  that  you  can't 
get  a  cruiser  through.  So  far,  I  think  the  bicycle  patrols 
have  worked  very  well." 

The  Mattapoisett  Police  Bike  Patrol  made  its  first 
appearance  this  summer  at  the  Rochester  Memorial  Day 
Boat  Race  and  has  since  worked  assorted  details  such  as 
the  Mattapoisett  Road  Race,  the  town's  Fourth  of  July 
festivities,  Harbor  Days,  and  the  weekly  Wharf  Dances. 
With  only  two  bikes  available,  the  patrol  is  limited  to 
special,  third-party  details  where  police  cruisers  would 
otherwise  be  cumbersome. 

"One  of  the  major  advantages  of  the  bike  patrol  is 


quick  access  to  the  center  of  town,"  agreed  Officer  Boivin. 
"It  works  well  during  special  events  ...  and  also  makes  it 
easier  to  sneak  up  on  someone,  since  they  don't  expect  you 
on  bikes." 

"We  can  patrol  areas  we  never  could  with 
cruisers,"  said  Officer  Magee.  "It  certainly  makes  our 
patrols  a  lot  more  effective.  We  used  to  have  a  foot  patrol 
on  Water  Street ...  but  that  was  cut  to  save  money  a  few 
years  ago.  I'd  like  to  see  if  we  can  get  a  bike  patrol  in  that 
area  to  take  over  for  the  walking  beat.  We're  now  looking 
into  getting  some  grant  monies  and  federal  funding  for  the 
patrol." 

In  addition  to  Officer  Magee,  six  other 
Mattapoisett  Police  Officers  have  gone  through  the  initial 
training  process  to  be  certified  as  bike  patrol  participants 
and  were  instructed  by  Sgt.  David  Mello  of  the  Dartmouth 
Police  Department,  who  was  also  responsible  for  kick 
starting  the  bike  patrol  at  UMass  Dartmouth.  They  include 
Officer  Robert  Boivin,  Officer  Mary  Lyons,  Officer  Mitch 
Suzan,  Officer  Robert  Dumas,  Officer  Anthony  Days,  and 
Officer  Matthew  McGraw. 

"Training  for  this  is  a  lot  more  involved  than  you 
might  think,"  said  Officer  Magee.  "You  can't  just  jump  on 
the  bike  and  go.  If  you're  trying  to  effect  an  arrest  on 
someone,  you  have  to  learn  how  to  approach  them,  how  to 
dismount  from  the  bike,  and  how  to  secure  the  bike  if  you 
need  to  leave  it." 

Officers  are  also  required  to  wear  special  uniforms 
which  consist  of  a  light,  golf-style  shirt  which  has  been 
silk-screened,  shorts,  a  badge  and  full  duty  belt  with  police 
equipment.  Most  importantly,  however,  helmets  are  also 
worn  by  every  officer  on  duty.  "We'd  like  to  set  an 
example  for  the  kids,"  Officer  Magee  said. 

Although  the  bike  patrol  has  only  been  used  for  a 
short  time  and  on  a  part-time  basis,  the  benefits  of  this 
new  branch  of  law  enforcement  have  been  readily 
apparent.  With  an  increase  in  population  and  activity

during  the  summer  months,  the  Mattapoisett  Police  Bike 
Patrol  in  covering  large  scale  events  and  curbing  nocturnal 
crimes  —  especially  vandalism. 

But  there  have  also  been  some  other  positive 
effects,  both  on  the  department  and  town  residents. 

"The  kids  in  town  are  really  interested  in  the  bike 
patrol,"  Officer  Magee  said.  "They  think  it's  pretty  cool 
that  we're  out  riding  bikes.  They  all  want  to  know  what 
type  of  bikes  we're  using  ...  and  are  always  asking 
questions  about  the  equipment,  where  we  get  them,  what 
speeds  they  are." 

"A  lot  of  times,  you'll  drive  by  people  in  a  cruiser 
and  they'll  just  wave,"  agreed  Officer  Boivin.  "Now 
people  who  wouldn't  ordinarily  talk  to  you,  stop  and  talk 
about  the  bike.  It's  really  boosted  our  community 
involvement." 

Officer  Magee  also  noted  that  other  area  towns  are 
following  Mattapoisett's  lead  in  instituting  a  bike  patrol. 
Recently,  both  Fairhaven  and  Marion  have  started  using 
bike  patrols  for  short-term  duty. 

Although  the  bike  patrols  have  been  very 
successful  at  covering  part-time  events  during  the  busy 
summer  season,  everyone  agrees  that  bikes  won't  replace 
cruisers  on  a  full-time  basis. 

"In  a  town  like  Mattapoisett,  I  can't  see  bike 
patrols  replacing  cruisers,"  Chief  Moran  said.  "But 
certainly  in  the  center  of  town,  during  the  summer

months,  with  all  the  activities  going  on,  the  bike  patrol  has 
really  worked  out  well." 

"A  big  city  like  Brockton  has  bike  patrols  almost 
year-round  now,"  said  Officer  Magee.  "They  have  winter 
uniforms.  But  I  don't  know  if  we'd  see  it  here  as  a  full- 
time,  year-round  thing." 

Officer  Magee  and  his  fellow  bike  patrol  members 
are  looking  toward  seeking  additional  funding  for  their 
fledgling  program  —  either  through  state  or  federal 
grants.  If  more  monies  are  available,  they  hope  to  increase 
use  of  the  bike  patrols,  as  they  are  more  cost-effective 
when  compared  to  the  operational  and  maintenance  costs 
involved  with  police  cruisers. 

"We  hope  next  year  to  be  able  to  expand  our

patrol  with  whatever  grant  money  is  available,"  Officer 
Magee  said.  "Not  only  does  the  bike  patrol  increase 
community  interaction  —  where  we  don't  have  to  be 
closed  up  inside  a  patrol  car  —  but  it's  also  healthier  and 
provides  exercise." 

With  an  increased  interest  in  biking,  all  members 
of  the  Mattapoisett  Police  Bike  Patrol  have  advised 
residents  to  register  their  bikes  with  the  Police 
Department. 

"We  encourage  people  to  register  their  bikes  with 
us  ...  and  it  only  costs  25  cents,"  said  Officer  Magee.  "We 
take  down  all  the  information  and  issue  a  sticker.  This 
gives  us  a  way  to  identify  the  bike  and  the  owner.  We 
recover  a  lot  of  bikes  and  have  no  way  of  knowing  who 
they  belong  to.  The  more  information  we  have  about  the 
make,  model  and  serial  number,  the  easier  they  are  to 
recover."

town's  recreation  program,  he  feels  it  should  be 
given  proper  attention.  "Over  325  individuals 
participate  in  the  winter  basketball  program  held  at 
Sippican  School,"  he  said.  "In  our  Recreation 
Program,  I'd  say  that  basketball  is  probably  number 
one  or  number  two  in  popularity." 

As  such,  Mr.  Dicker  son  and  his  committee 
are  proposing  a  more  elaborate  and  structurally- 
sound  basketball  court  be  installed  at  Silvershell 
Beach  to  replace  the  former  one  which  has  been 
replaced  by  natural  wetlands  as  part  of  the  town's 
Stormwater  Remediation  Project. 

The  new  court  will  be  designed  with  a 
parquet  floor  of  cement  and  will  include  vandal- 
proof  rims  and  poles.  Mr.  Dickerson  said  he  talked 
with  the  town's  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW), 
and  they  agreed  to  assist  in  the  construction.  He  has 
also  secured  the  services  of  Joseph  Marini,  who  will 
perform  the  masonry  work.  The  new  court  will  be 
located  directly  behind  the  Silvershell  Beach  House 
in  the  wooded  area  that  was  destroyed  by  Hurricane 
Bob. 

With  these  new  plans  in  place,  Mr.  Dickerson 
said  he  was  asking  for  the  Board's  approval  and 
support  in  establishing  a  fund  to  collect  donations 
for  the  project,  which  will  cost  an  additional  $7,000 
over  and  above  what  was  allocated  at  the  last  Town 
Meeting. 

"We'd  like  to  be  able  to  get  this  project  up 
and  running  before  the  end  of  the  summer,"  Mr. 
Dickerson  said.  "I  hope  we  can  raise  the  money

"The  owners  of  the  course  would  like  to  keep 
the  property  as  it  is/'  Mr.  Paulsen  said.  "We'd  like  to 
make  sure  that  it  never  falls  into  the  hands  of  a 
developer.  So  we  are  deeding  the  building  rights 
over  the  town,  making  it  conservation  land  in 
perpetuity." 

Mr.  Paulsen  explained  that  the  potential 
development  of  the  61 -acre  lot  would  not  be 
financially  beneficial  to  the  town  and  would,  in  fact, 
cost  more  in  potential  town  services  and  educational 
expenses. 

With  that,  the  board  unanimously  agreed  to 
accept  a  Conservation  Restriction  from  the  Marion 
Harbor  Trust,  allowing  the  property  known  at  the 
Little  Marion  Golf  Club  to  remain  conservation  land 
forever. 

"We  all  stand  to  gain  and  benefit  by  your 
forethought,"  said  Chairman  Schaefer.  "It  is  a  most 
generous  gift  to  the  town,  and  we  appreciate  all  your 
work." 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come 
before  the  board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn 
for  the  evening  at  8:20  pm.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 
August  1, 1994 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  August  1  at  7:00 
pm  by  Chairman  David  L.  Hughes.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes,  Selectman  Michael 
Murphy,  and  Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A.  Ferreira. 

After  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
July  18  meeting  of  the  board,  Chairman  Hughes  began 
reviewing  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week, 
beginning  with  a  notice  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Revenue  informing  the  board  that  the 
town's  estimated  Cherry  Sheet  figures  for  fiscal  year  1995 
have  been  revised. 

For  Rochester,  two  noticeable  changes  affected 
both  the  final  estimate  of  lottery  aid  and  money  which  will 
be  expended  for  cities  and  towns  within  mosquito  control 
districts.  Originally,  it  was  estimated  that  Rochester  would 
receive  only  $188,501  in  Lottery  Distribution  Aid.  That 
estimation  has  been  increased  by  $20,329  to  $208,830. 
However,  the  town's  estimated  Mosquito  Control  Charges 
for  the  next  fiscal  year  decreased  from  $19,237  to  $18,425 
—  a  decrease  of  $812. 

In  addition,  Rochester  will  be  receiving  $2,712 
more  in  Tuition  for  State  Wards  in  estimated  receipts 
under  the  Old  Rochester  Regional  School  District.

Paige,  P.C.  next  sent  a  copy  of  his  response  to  Town 
Accountant  Claudette  Coutu  regarding  overtime 
payments  for  town  employees.  Ms.  Coutu  had  requested 
whether  a  town  employee  who  works  in  more  than  one 
department  should  be  paid  overtime  if  his/her  total  hours 
(under  both  positions)  surpass  the  standard  40  hour  per 
week  mark. 

According  to  Mr.  Marder  in  his  letter:  "In  my 
opinion,  you  may  not  require  employees  to  waive  their 
statutory  rights  to  overtime.  Nor,  in  my  opinion,  would 
such  a  waiver  be  enforceable.  The  statutory  requirement 
for  payment  of  overtime  for  police  is  171  hours  in  a  four 
week  period  (43  hours  per  week)  and  for  fire  212  hours  in 
a  four  week  period  (53  hours  per  week).

"There  may  be  other  contractual  obligations  that 
are  secured  by  town  by-laws  or  union  contracts  that 
require  the  payment  of  overtime  earlier  than  the  required 
Fair  Labor  Standards  Act." 

Selectman  Hawkes  wanted  to  know  if  that  meant 
certain  town  employees  —  who  do  not  work  for  either  the 
police  of  fire  departments  —  had  to  be  paid  overtime  for 
the  hours  which  exceeded  40.  "For  example,  (one  person) 
works  40  hours  per  week  for  the  Highway  Department 
and  8  hours  for  the  Communications  Department/'  she 
said.  "That  would  mean  we  have  to  pay  him  overtime  for 
the  additional  8  hours." 

Chairman  Hughes  said  he  interpreted  Town 
Counsel's  letter  to  mean  just  that.  "He  claims  we  cannot 
require  them  to  waive  their  rights  to  overtime  pay,"  he 
said. 

Town  Accountant  Claudette  Coutu  concurred 
with  Chairman  Hughes'  assessment.  "That's  how  I 
interpret  it,  too,"  she  said.  "But  the  way  I  read  it,  their 
hourly  rate  doesn't  change ...  so  do  we  pay  them  time  and 
a  half  based  on  their  full-time  position,  or  on  their  part- 
time  position?" 

Selectman  Hawkes  moved  that  Ms.  Coutu  be  able 
to  contact  Town  Counsel  to  clarify  some  of  the  intricate 
details  of  this  matter  and  also  asked  her  fellow  board 
members  to  contact  the  various  department  heads 
involved  so  they  can  be  prepared  to  allot  this  overtime  in

The  board  also  unanimously  approved  payment 
of  an  invoice  to  Hastings-Tapley  Insurance  Company  in 
the  amount  of  $6,280  to  renew  the  town's  Police  and  Fire 
Insurance  Policy  for  1995. 

At  7:35  pm,  a  Transfer  of  Liquor  License  hearing 
was  held  with  Gibbs  Bray,  Stephen  Souza,  and  Attorney 
Don  Correia  present  on  behalf  of  the  Plumb  Corner 
Market.  Mr.  Bray,  the  owner  of  the  property,  is  transferring 
the  liquor  license  over  to  Mr.  Souza,  who  will  serve  as  the 
store's  new  manager.  The  transfer  will  also  entail  the 
taking  over  of  the  adjacent  fish  market,  which  will  be 
incorporated  into  the  store's  total  square  footage. 

The  only  concern  that  Chairman  Hughes  had  in 
approving  the  transfer  was  over  the  selling  of  liquor  on 
Sundays  and  what  steps  could  be  taken  to  section  off  those 
coolers. 

"What  we  can  do  is  put  a  yellow  rope  to  lock  off 
those  coolers  and  shroud  the  area  where  wine  is 
displayed,"  said  Mr.  Souza.  "It  would  certainly  be  done  so 
as  to  send  a  message  that  these  items  are  not  for  sale." 
With  that,  the  board  unanimously  approved  the  license 
transfer.

what  his  fellow  board  members  wished  to  do  in  relation  to 
the  existing  Council  on  Aging  van.  Selectman  Murphy 
said  he  would  like  to  put  the  vehicle  out  to  bid,  but  both 
Chairman  Hughes  and  Selectman  Hawkes  agreed  it  would 
be  better  to  trade  it  in  and  use  the  $1,200  toward  the 
purchase  of  the  new  van.

Legislature  Passes  Mattapoisett  Dam  Repair 

The  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives 
completed  final  enactment  of  the  Capital  Bond  Bill  this 
week  which  included  authorization  for  $250,000  in 
replacement  and  repair  work  for  the  Mattapoisett  River 
Dam  on  Route  6  in  Mattapoisett.  The  measure  now  goes  to 
the  Senate  for  final  action  before  being  sent  to  the 
Governor's  desk. 

Rep.  William  Straus  (D-Mattapoisett),  author  of 
the  amendment  providing  for  the  Mattapoisett  project, 
expressed  his  satisfaction  with  the  action  taken  by  the 
House.  "The  repair  of  the  Mattapoisett  dam  is  important 
for  the  control  of  flooding  in  town  and  for  the  protection  of 
one  of  the  Fairhaven  water  pumping  stations  located

While  an  aggressive  research  program  continues  to  clarify 
the  nature  of  any  ill  health  patterns  in  such  veterans, 
services  are  being  offered  today,  including  a 
comprehensive  physical  examination  and  lab  tests.  These 
are  FREE  to  any  concerned  Gulf  veterans  by  appointment 
in  every  VA  medical  center. 

In  addition,  a  new  law  requested  by  VA  simplifies 
high-priority  access  to  follow-up  care  for  veterans  with 
any  condition  that  VA  physicians  think  could  stem  from 
the  Gulf  environment.  Already  16,025  vets  have  taken  part 
in  the  examination  protocol. 

While  veterans  often  have  described  a  wide 
variety  of  symptoms  that  are  common  in  primary  care 
medicine  —  including  fatigue,  muscle  aches,  joint  pain 
and  skin  rashes  —  VA  has  not  fully  documented  a  specific 
illness  or  pattern  of  disease  pointing  to  the  cause  or  causes 
of  these  symptoms.

When  we  age,  our  bodies  become  less  effective  in  dealing 
with  prolonged  exposure  to  the  heat.  Heat  stress  places  a 
strain  on  the  body,  and  if  the  strain  becomes  too  great,  it 
can  cause  serious  and  permanent  damage,  even  death. 
Preventative  measures  should  be  taken  in  order  to  avoid 
heat  stress. 

Certain  medical  conditions  and  prescription  drugs 
can  make  you  more  vulnerable  to  heat  stress.  Those  who 
have  high  blood  pressure,  diabetes,  a  weak  or  damaged 
heart,  infection  sunburn,  who  are  overweight,  or  who  have 
had  a  previous  stroke  are  at  a  greater  risk  of  falling  victim 
to  heat  stress.  In  addition,  those  who  take  medication  for 
sleeplessness,  high  blood  pressure,  nervousness, 
depression,  or  poor  circulation  are  also  more  susceptible  to 
heat  stress.  If  you  fall  into  either  of  these  categories, 
consult  your  doctor  or  pharmacist  for  advice. 

Temperatures  of  90  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  above 
can  cause  heat  stress,  especially  when  the  humidity  is 
high.  Some  early  warning  signs  of  heat  stress  are:  loss  of 
appetite,  lack  of  energy,  fainting,  and  cramps.  Some 
advanced  and  more  serious  symptoms  include:  chest 
pains,  dry  skin  (no  sweating),  dizziness,  rapid  heartbeat, 
diarrhea,  nausea,  throbbing  headache,  vomiting,  breathing 
problems,  confusion,  and  weakness. 

If  you  experience  any  of  these  symptoms  during 
periods  of  hot  weather,  contact  your  physician  or  other 
medical  assistance. 

Remember,  heat  stress  can  be  prevented  by 
allowing  your  body  time  to  adjust  to  the  warmer 
temperatures  (it  takes  most  people  four  to  seven  days  to 
become  accustomed  to  warmer  temperatures),  spending 
time  in  cool  surroundings,  using  fans  and  air  conditioners, 
avoiding  exertion,  taking  cool  baths  or  showers,  staying 
inside  during  the  hottest  time  of  the  day,  drinking  a  lot  of
